the hnnk must first stamp its own in- 
dorst 'nont on the note. Third: The en¬ 
tire capital stock of the member-hank 
In thus put behind the merchant's note 
with double liability of the bank's 
stockholders. Fourth: Before redis¬ 
counting the note and Issuing Federal 
Reserve currency for it, the Federal 
Reserve bank must also nccept the 
note, and Its member-bank's indorse¬ 
ment and become responsible for lioth, 
and must then segregate in its own 
vaults gold equal to 40 per cent of the 
face of the Federal Reserve notes is¬ 
sued, and must hold this gold until the 
merchant's note la paid and the Fed¬ 
eral Restive currency is canceled. 
This is the strongest safety guarantee 
in the world. 

The Government Itself finally guar¬ 
antees all the new Federal Reserve 
bank notes put in eaneellatlon. 

The profits of the new Federal Re¬ 
serve hanks, after 6 per ce.nt interest 
on the capital furnished by the banks, 
is retained by the Government and 
creates a surplus fund for various 
purposes. None of it goes to the banks. 

Under the new system every na¬ 
tional bank tnthe country will be re¬ 
quired, as at present, to keep on hand 
In cash a certain proportion of its de¬ 
posits—10 to IS per cent, according to 
the location and character of the hank 
—and one-half of this "reserve" must 
be kept on, deposit always with the 
Federal Reserve Rank of its own dis¬ 
trict. 

This will end or grently reduce the 
use by a few very powerful hanks in 
New York and Chicago of the "reserve 
deposits" of country banks. These de¬ 
posits in New York and Chicago banks 
amount to more than 1200,000,000, and 
this great sum has been used hitherto 
In Stock Exchange and grain-pit op¬ 
erations.

All Voters Must Put Names 
On the Great Register 
Before Election 


Lamanda Park Election May 
Indicate Unwillingness to 
Join Pasadena 


I<amnnda Park will have n light dis¬ 
trict, the vote Saturday being about 
two to one In favor of the formation 
of such a district. While this vote 
cannot Justly be taken as a direct In¬ 
dication of how the Lamanda Park 
people regard the proposition to Join 
Paaailena, it is nn indirect one, and 
Indicates that the annexation plan is 
not as popular in the park district 
ns those in favor of it would like, says 
the Pasadena Star. It probably means 
that farther annexation steps will not 
're taken for some time to come or, at 
least, until Lamanda Park sees how 
its plans for lighting work out. 

With the lighted district supplant¬ 
ing the volunteer service in Lamanda 
Park and the prospect that the bonds 
voted months ago for a good roads 
system will be sold and the money 
used for the purpose for which voted, 
as soon as the courts have settled 
with the contractor and his bonds¬ 
men, Lamanda Park will have notable 
improvements which will make it 
much more attractive. It is expected 
that the court action will he deter¬ 
mined within a year or so, Supervisor 
Manning of this district believing that 
ihc work may possibly go ahead in 
less than a year. 

As soon as the returns from the 
Saturday lighting district election are 
canvassed, the board of supervisors 
will make arrangements to carry out 
the will of the majority of the La- 
mandn Park people by letting a con¬ 
tract for the illumitlation of the streets 
there. There are only two concerns 
which can reasonably enter into the 
contract to furnish the lights, the 
Southern California Edison company 
and the Pasadena municipal light 
plant. If the supervisors decide to in¬ 
stall a light system to be paid for by 
(he park people, either the Edison 
company or the Pasadena city plant 
could bid for the work of furnishing 
the electricity, but if the supervisors 
decide simply to allow the contractor 
to Install lights, then there would 
be practically no chance that nny other 
concern than the Edison company 
could get the job. as the company al¬ 
ready has wires and poles in La¬ 
manda Park and could, therefore, bid 
lower titan any other power utility. 
Whether or not a lighting contract for 
a term of years will be entered into 
Will be a question to be settled by 
the supervisors themselves. 


F-. F. nallou has been appointed dep¬ 
uty registration clerk for Sierra Madro 
city precinct and was sworn in on 
Wednesday. He will register voters of 
every age, sex or color at his office 
in the city hall, where he may be 
found nearly every day. 

S' t-w registrations will be necessary 
for all voters before they can vote at 
the primaries or fall elections. The 
'(1 registration expired on December 
31. a new great register being prepar¬ 
ed every two years. Registrations en¬ 
tered r.ow will be good for all elections 
coming In 1914 and 1915. 

Elections coming this year will be 
the local school election and city elec¬ 
tion in April, state and county pri¬ 
maries in August and final elections 
in November. To vote at the primaries 
it will be necessary to state party af¬ 
filiations when registering, as the pri¬ 
mary is purely for the selection of 
partisan candidates. The Progressive 
party having tieen regularly establish¬ 
ed in California voters of that faith 
can now register as such just as Re¬ 
publicans or Democrats register under 
the older standards. To register as a 
"Progressive Republican” or "Pro¬ 
gressive Democrat" would mean noth¬ 
ing as there is no such organization. 


Stock will be taken In tfie Federal 
Reserve Rank as soon ns Issued by the 
First Nntionnl Rank of Sierra Madre 
as a result of action taken by the di¬ 
rectors at their monthly meeting held 
Tuesday evening. At that meeting a 
resolution was passed making appli¬ 
cation for the locnl bank's quota of 
stock. 

Dividends of 5 per cent were de¬ 
clared for the half year Just completed, 
making a total of nine per cent for 
the year. The bank's earnings for the 
year have aggregated about 15 per 
cent on the capital stock, making an 
excellent showing. 

Favors New Plan 

President Kerstlng thinks the new 
currency taw will be of great benefit 
to the banks generally and to the pub¬ 
lic, though It is not favored by some 
^ of the big central hanks because It will 
tnkp away much of the power they 
now exert. The smaller banks will not 
have So much mortey tied up In guar- 
unfee deposits ns at present, and will 
also be able to secure currency tem¬ 
porarily as needed by depositing with 
the federal banks commercial paper 
which they are willing to guarantee. 

All national hanks are required to 
subscribe for stock to the amount at 
six per cent of their total capital at d 
surplus within a year or lose their 
charters as national banks. In case the 
banks fail to take up the necessary 
amount of stock to put the federal 
banking scheme In operation the stock 
subscriptions will be thrown open to 
1 the public. Hlnce the government guar¬ 
antees six per cent dividends annu¬ 
ally It is not likely the stock will go 
begging. 

District Arrangement 

The entire country will be divided 
into not less thnn eight nor more thnn 
twelve districts, each having -a fed¬ 
eral reserve bank. These banks will not 
receive deposits nor hold accounts with 
firms or individuals, but will do busi¬ 
ness exclusively wfth the bnnks In 
their own districts which nre members 
of the new sysetem. Each reserve bank 
will have a board of nine directors, 
three appointed by the government, 
three elected by the bank members, 
from among the bankers and three 
representing trade or Industry not con¬ 
nected with the banking business. 

Each regional bank will be capital¬ 
ized on the lauds of the capitalization 
of the hanks within its district. 
There are now 7400 national bnnks 
and six per cent of their capital and 
surplus will be about 5100 , 000 , 000 . Tho 
government will deposit with the re¬ 
serve hanks Its working balance, which 
amounts to uhout $125,000,000, giving 
the federal banking system n working 
capital of about $225,000,000 to start 
with. 

Functions of Banks 

The Federal Reserve Board at Wash¬ 
ington will issue Federal Reserve Rank 
notes which will eventually become tho 
natlonnl currency, replacing the pres¬ 
ent national bank notes and other pa¬ 
per money now in use. These will bo 
Issued to the branch banks, which will 
in turn issue them to their member- 
hanks, through which they will get in¬ 
to general circulation. 

Federal Reserve Notes 
Any member bnnk can take any 
United States Government bonds to 
any Federal Reserve bnnks nnd re¬ 
ceive the par value of the bonds in 
new Federal Reserve currency. The 
loan can l»e repaid nny time by the 
member-bank, and the bonds deposit¬ 
ed 1 ns security will be returned to tho 
depositor. 

Any member-hank cart obtain 
from the Federal Reserve hank 
of.its own district additional currency 
by rediscounting at the Federal Rank 
the notes of merchants,, manufactur¬ 
ers, payable In not more than ninety 
dnps. More than hAlf the Commercial 
or merchants' notes held by the bnnks 
of, the country are of this kind and 
mature In ninety dny.s or less. When 
the notes mature nnd nre paid tho 
member-bank returns to the Federal 
Reserve Bank nn amount of currency 
equal to the face of the note. 

Whert the crops nre being harvested 
or when trade Is very active the de¬ 
mand for currency will Increase and 
the Federal Reserve notes will be In 
active demand. When trade is dull, 
the Federal Reserve notes will auto¬ 
matically return to the Federal Re¬ 
serve hanks and be cancelled or held. 
This will tend to .make a stable In¬ 
terest rate. , 

How Booursd 

The new Federal Reserve bank notes 
Will be secured Irt this wny: First: 
They will be Issued duly In exchange 
for United States bonds or merchants' 
notes not more than three months. The 
msrehant must be of good enough 
standing for his own locnl bank to 
make the I6an on the security of the i 
note alone. Second:'When the bank 
takes the note to the Federal Reserve i 
bank of Its district to be rediscounted i

But a few years ago investors were 
dazzled with tales of the great riches 
to be quickly acquired in the raising 
of eucalyptus trees. Some newspapers 
which were not biassed by returns from 
fake advertising exposed the fallacy of 
many of the claims but a great many 
"suckers" swallowed the bait. In 
reply to a question as to one of tho 
concerns which Were selling stock. 
Sunset Magazine's inquiry department 
answers a correspondent as follows: 

The concern you refer to has gone 
out of business. When the short-lived 
eucalyptus boom collapsed, nearly all 
of the companies organized to exploit 
the new short-cut to wealth by way 
of the eucalyptus grove went under. A 
great many of them were organized to 
dispose of land that was almost worth¬ 
less, to obtain large prices for it by of¬ 
fering it under the disguise of a eu¬ 
calyptus plantation. Salt marshes, al¬ 
kali land, land submerged and land 
bone dry. all manner of waste land 
was palmed off on the public. And the 
promoters who had real groves on good 
land vastly exaggerated the profits to 
be derived from the sale of lumber at 
the end of five or ten ypars. As a re¬ 
sult of these practices, the bottom 
dropped out of the market for eucalyp¬ 
tus groves, the eucalyptus concerns 
went to the wall and their promoters

INTERURBAN RATE HEARING 


Hearings have been announced by tho 
state railroad commission on the ap¬ 
plications for a general reduction in 
electric railway fares In Southern Cali¬ 
fornia which have been made by several 
(ndividuals and organizations. While 
Sierra Madre has not Vcn actively 
concerned In the movement this citv 
is interested in the result to the same 
extent that all other suburban com¬ 
munities are. The transportation com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Trade, consist¬ 
ing of F. D. R. Moote, E. W. Camp 
and N. W. Tarr, will be represented at 
the hearings In order to have first 
hand information as to the proceedings 
and to speak for Sierra Madre if oc¬ 
casion requires. 

If any reductions in rates are order¬ 
ed by tho railroad commission it seems 
entirely probable that they will be 
general, rather than applying to any 
one or small number of lines, because 
of the wfty in which/, the interurban 
rates are classified, in that ense Sierra 
Madre would share in the benefits 
niong with all the others affected. 
Rate reduction will undoubtedly he 
fought by the Pnclflc Electric, but it 
may he assumed at the outset thnt the 
railroad commission will not order 
cuts unless present rates are fairly 
shown to he too high. Generalities will 
have no weight In either direction, ns 
the commission has establish! d Its 
rate fixing nn exact methods. If lower 
rates arc made possible by the com¬ 
mission's investigation it will be a 
boon to commuters in particular and 
to tho suburban towns in general. De¬ 
termination of rates lty the conmission 
will doubtless be welcomed by the Pa¬ 
cific Electric ns, when once establish¬ 
ed, the rates will not be subject to 
constant quibbling nnd ngituttnn and 
the company will know upon what it 
can depend.

FRONT’’ REVOLUTION 


One of the most significant politieal 
items we have read for a long time is 
a brief dispatch from San Francisco 
mentioning an examination by the civil 
service board for the position of whar¬ 
finger on the San Francisco water¬ 
front. at which three hundred and 
eighty applicants were examined. This 
marks the consummation of a revolu¬ 
tion in the chief political institution 
of San Francisco. l T p to the present 
time, under all administrations, good, 
bad and indifferent, ninety-nine per 
! cent of the thought and conversation 
of those who did politics In San Fran¬ 
cisco has been concerned with the 
question, Who got the jobs on the 
waterfront? The remainder of the pub¬ 
lic problems, local, state and national, 
occupied the other one per cent of at¬ 
tention. Now comes the civil service 
law enacted by the last legislature 
and takes tho whole waterfront out of 
polities. The popularity of the water¬ 
front job still remains. Three hundred 
and eighty men applied for one Job. 
But the difference is that they applied 
to the civil service commission nnd 
that they were permitted to make to 
that commission no representations on 
anything except their qualifications for 
t he Job. 

Incidentally, this is a part of the 
terrible "political machine" of the 
present administration.

Leave Los Angeles II I.save Sierra Madre 
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Dry Farming a Success 

Farm and Fireside, the national 
farm paper published at Springfield, 
Ohio, includes in its current Ibbuo an 
article entitled “Eight Years of Dry 
Farming,*’ by S. M. Konkel, who tells 
what methods have been successful 
and what he thinks the future holds 
for the semi-arid sections of our coun¬ 
try. Mr. Konkel lives in the South¬ 
eastern county of Colorado In the 
heart of the dry belt. He lived there 
twenty-live years ago, then went away 
to return fourteen years later, since 
which time he has lived there continu¬ 
ously. Following Is an extract from 
the article: 

“The difference that Is put on the 
value of land now and ten years ago 
is an indication of the transforma¬ 
tion of the country. Twenty years 
ago lt was selling at from twenty-five 
to fifty dollars a quarter, ten years 
ago at from fifty to one hundred dol¬ 
lars a quarter, and today at about one 
thousand dollars a quarter. 

“Our problem for success out here 
is extensive farming, as against In¬ 
tensive farming in the back-east coun¬ 
try. A man here who would try the 
forty-acre Intensive plan would starve 
to death. 

“It Is my prediction that Inside of a 
hundred years, probably inside of 
fifty, this great American desert will 
have a population more dense than 
any purely agricultural territory in 
the United States. We have a soil 
that is rich and deep, and we have a 
climate that for health and happiness 
and agreeableness can’t be excelled 
between the two oceans. It is irriga¬ 
tion that will do the rest. It is known 
tbat enough water runs off and away 
from these lands to irrigate every loot 
of tillable land in it. The impound¬ 
ing of this water has commenced— 
has been going on now for some years, 
and lt will keep going on until what 
falls here and comes down here from 
the mountains and foothills will be 
held and made use of here, as and 
when wanted. Artesian water is also 
going to be a factor. We now have 
some of these wells that afford water 
„ lor from a quarter to a section of 
0 land. Time will develop the boun- 
i daries of these artesian belts over the 
. entire half-rainless region, and the 
b completion of the two systems of Irri¬ 
gation will witness the evolution of 
farming from the extensive to the in¬ 
tensive, a more intense intensive than 
n the half-flooded half-droughty East has 
0 ever been able to put into practice.

5 THE INVISIBLE GOVERNMENT 
; The expression "Invisible Govern- 1 
i.ent” lo denote the quiet but effec¬ 
tive methods of financial influence 
, came .lito immediate favor because 
. of its accuracy. The power of the 
j concentrated money interests is as 
. great as it is hidden and smooth. A 
hint is given and all the forces act 
together. Take an example in the 
recent attack of Mr. Aldrich on Mr. 
Bryan and the currency bill. Mr. 
Bryan has long been a red flag to the 
large property interests, and Mr. Aid- 
rich is an expert in giving the sig¬ 
nals. When his speech was made, 
word was sent out at once by many 
of the large financial Institutions to 
small banks everywhere to cut down 
credit to the utmost. They were to 
give it to merchants when they 
deemed lt absolutely necessary, but 
they were at the same time to create 
a stringency in their neighborhood 
A person would come into a country 
bank with abundant security and the 
bank officials would say: “Yes, your 
security Is ample. Yes, we have plen¬ 
ty of raonev, but we are not making 
loans. We are afraid the currency 
bill is going to plunge the country 
Into ruin, and very likely this bank 
Itself may be destroyed." No wonder, 
with this policy pursued all over the 
country, congressmen and senators 
were deluged with letters. 

Making a return against the wishes 
of the money power is no joke; it is 
not a buggy ride; It requires persls 
tence, courage and knowledge. It will 
be a dire misfortune for the country 
If the money powers win this straight 
tight against the President. For our 
part, we think the currency bill does 
not go far enough, but we think it is 
an extremely valuable step forward, 
doubly valuable because it Is a test 
of strength between a progressive gov¬ 
ernment and a hard-lighting financial 
opposItlon—Harper’s Weekly.

Why Death Penalty Fails— 

It is often urged that abolition of the 
death penalty woult encourage mur¬ 
ders. But the death penalty on the 
statute books with the many ways of 
escape so often found certainly does 
not seem to be an effective preventa¬ 
tive. I believe substitution of an Im¬ 
mutable life sentence as the extreme 
penalty would be more potent. More¬ 
over, it would be inflicted In some in¬ 
stances where the death sentence is 
avoided by judges and juries in the 
face of undoubted guilt. So much for 
expediency. As to the ethical side, I 
doubt the right of society to take life. 
There is no sentimentality about that. 

| It .Is not for society to claim either re- 
1 venge or recompense for such crimes 
as murder. Society’s sole function in 
the administration of justice In such 
cases Is its own protection. Life Im¬ 
prisonment, beyond the reach of any 
governor’s pardon, would dispose of 
the guilty ones, and the example would 
be just as effective as hanging as a de¬ 
terrent to others. If the culprit has a 
family dependent upon him his labor 
can be made to contribute to their 
support instead of leaving them wholly 
dependent upon public charity as 
would be the necessary result of the 
death penalty. The death penalty is 
at present ineffective for lack of en¬ 
forcement. Thorough and prompt en¬ 
forcement of a life Imprisonment pen¬ 
alty would see a sudden decrease in the 
number of murders.
